1. According to Palestinian Arabs returning to Vest Jordan fro* Saudi 
Arabia in January 1956, ex-Grand Mufti HaJ Amin al -Husayni rial ted 
King Saud In Mecca in early January 1956 . Husayni reportedly told 
tbs King* that an overvhelaing aajarlty of PalestirdAn refugees 
(within Jordan and throughout the Arab states) are pro~£SS, approve 
of BBS policies, and regard King Saud as their potential savior. 

2. Saud allegedly gave Husayni a "vast” (but unspecified) sua of aoney 
to be spent aanng refugees for propaganda purposes In attacking Iraq 
and the Baghdad Pact . 

3. Husayni is also said to have sought the King's support for the Idea 
of a future separate state in Arab Palestine to be headed by Husayni. 
Saud reportedly proadsed to study the natter.
